erly. Successful growing depends on 
time and method of planting, inoc-

recommended 
winter legume. 
It 


may be grown on poorer soils anrl 
is more cold resistant than any 
other legume except crimson clo- 
ver. A good supply of seed is avail- 
able and farmers should be able 
lo supply their needs (his year. A 
good supply oi Auslrian winter 
peas also appears lo be available 
this year 


Oilier winter legumes lhat may 


be used are Aiiblrian peas, crim- 
son clover, and Singlelary peas. 


Where Ihe loss hardy legumes 


are planted, the danger of winter 
injury can be partly oilsel by early 
planling, using plenty of seed, and 
fertilizing, where necessary, 
with 


200 to 300 pounds of superphosphate 
per acre before planting. On soils 
low in phosphate, the use of super 
jjhosphale is essential for any of 
ihe winter legumes if good growth 
is lo be oblained.

may fulfill the requirements for a high school certificate, or 
(2) he may take and pass the genernl cdniationnl development 
test approved by ihe American Council on Education and 
administered by Southeastern State Collego free of charge to 
veterans. Passing the development test entitles a veteran to a 
high school diploma or the equivalent.

The related courses in English, history, and mathematics 


will be adapted to the ability pi each student. Classes in these 
subjects will be conducted as supervised study and work shop. 


Any veteran in the special training who wishes to transfer 


to college decree work may do 'so in either of two ways: (1) He 
may fulfill the requirements for a high school certificate, or 
(2) he may take and pass the genernl cdniationnl development 
test approved by ihe American Council on Education and 
administered by Southeastern State Collego free of charge to 
veterans. Passing the development test entitles a veteran to a 
high school diploma or the equivalent.

(2) he may take and pass the genernl cdniationnl development 
test approved by ihe American Council on Education and 
administered by Southeastern State Collego free of charge to 
veterans. Passing the development test entitles a veteran to a 
high school diploma or the equivalent.

The related courses in English, history, and mathematics 


will be adapted to the ability pi each student. Classes in these 
subjects will be conducted as supervised study and work shop. 


Any veteran in the special training who wishes to transfer 


to college decree work may do 'so in either of two ways: (1) He 
may fulfill the requirements for a high school certificate, or 
(2) he may take and pass the genernl cdniationnl development 
test approved by ihe American Council on Education and 
administered by Southeastern State Collego free of charge to 
veterans. Passing the development test entitles a veteran to a 
high school diploma or the equivalent.

Under the bill, veteran's expenses for 
tuition, books, fees, and equipment, up to $500 for 
each ordinary academic year, will be paid by the 
United States Government through the Veterans Ad- 
ministration. In addition, he will receive $65 a month 
for subsistence if he has no dependent, and $90 a 
month if he has one or more dependents. 


Vocational courses in the new program will include 
aviation, art, agriculture/ home • economics, commerce,

In commerce will pe classes in accounting, shorthand, 
business mathematics, typewriting, business law, and secre- 
tarial work. 


Industrial arts offerings are auto and airplane mechanics, 


drafting, mechanical drawing, woodwork, metal work, welding, 
and furniture making. 


The related courses in English, history, and mathematics 


will be adapted to the ability pi each student. Classes in these 
subjects will be conducted as supervised study and work shop. 


Any veteran in the special training who wishes to transfer 


to college decree work may do 'so in either of two ways: (1) He 
may fulfill the requirements for a high school certificate, or 
(2) he may take and pass the genernl cdniationnl development 
test approved by ihe American Council on Education and 
administered by Southeastern State Collego free of charge to 
veterans. Passing the development test entitles a veteran to a 
high school diploma or the equivalent.
